The TAY Division, part of the Transition Age Youth System of Care Bureau (TAY-SOC), is 
actively seeking a MHCS to provide countywide field-based supervision of TAY System 
Navigators (Psychiatric Social Workers and Mental Health Clinicians) and Housing Specialists 
(Medical Caseworkers).  The TAY Division is responsible for planning, developing, and 
implementation of Mental Health Service Act (MHSA) programs for high-risk Seriously 
Emotionally Disturbed (SED) and Severe and Persistently Mentally Ill (SPMI) youth ages 16 
through 25 years.   
 
EXAMPLES OF DUTIES: 
 

 Provides orientation, training, and clinical supervision of TAY System Navigators and 
Housing Specialists deployed in the Service Areas (SA 1-8). 

 Oversees and ensures appropriate integration of TAY System Navigators and Housing 
Specialists within the SA Impact Unit structures. 

 Ensures quality assurance and improvement in the Integrated Behavioral Health 
Information System (IBHIS) 

 Participates in implementing policies and guidelines for integration of the TAY System 
Navigators and Housing Specialists with SA-based outreach and engagement efforts.  

 Represents the TAY Division on various countywide committees, workgroups, and 
collaborations with other DMH Divisions, Department of Children and Family Services 
(DCFS), Probation Department (Probation), and other public/private agencies. 

 Countywide travel is REQUIRED

 Ability to function both independently in the field and collaboratively in a team 
environment with high paced demands. 

 Ability to supervise and effectively lead a team of diverse field-based interdisciplinary 
staff.
